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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

In response to Applicant's amendment on 3/1 8/09, claims 1 , 4, 7-9, 11-14,16-21, 
23-24, 26, 28-30 & 33-42 are allowed. The following is the examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The claims as currently amended are allowed because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which disclose, suggest or teach, the 
recited features of independent claims 1,21, and 26. For example, the prior art fails to 
disclose or teach a wagering system with at least one server associated with each of 
multiple wagering facilities and a clearinghouse, each of the wagering facilities including 
a race track, and the servers communicating between the plurality of wagering facilities 
and the clearinghouse to, among other recited features, make bets at each other's 
wagering facility, recalculate odds at least in part on prior bets, and settle the bets 
between wagering facilities upon conclusion of the races at each race track as required 
by independent claim 1 . For similar reasons, the prior art fails to disclose or teach the 
features of independent claims 21 and 26. 

Brenner et al. (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0144057) discloses an 
interactive off-track wagering system, which allows users to place wagers on races. 
However Brenner et al. fails to disclose each and every recited feature of independent 
claims 1, 21, and 26.
